He 
estimates that about 3,000,000 
young people are on relief. Sever- 
al hundred thousand boys and 
gitis were forced to quit school 
the past year for lack of funds, 
according to Williams. 

The conclusion is inescapable. 
There is a considerable section of 
American youth that has no place 
under capitalism. Society has not 
provided for it) These are the un- 
employed youth, the dispossessed 
youth, the young hoboes, the 
homeless boys of the road. These 
are the lost generation. 


Nor should the conditions of 
the other sections of youth be 
minimized. The working youth 
makes up what is probably the 
most exploited section of the 
pworking ‘class.
